Italians stress that their internal political situation makes it 
more than ever advisable they be able to say that their views 
have been taken into account by responsible powers. 

French are sympathetic to Italian concern, although they feel it 
will be difficult to satisfy Italians. As strictly unofficial 
working-level suggestion, Jurgeaeen wondered if it might be of 
assistance in this respect to reactivate NATO committee on 
European security. French believe this committee played helpful 
role in discussions last spring of possible summit conference 
and found it was especially useful as means of appeasing Italians. 
Even if reactivation of committee before meeting of four-power 
group in Washington is not feasible, Jurgensen thought it might 
be worth considering whether r.onaraittee might be useful at later 
stage, after four governments have reviewed substantive positions.
